To a person who piassed * throu gh 
this d istrict the d ay after the Ger­ 
man hord es had passed , and who 
passes there tod ay , the change al 
most su rpasses hu man belief. 
The contrast is so greiat that one 
is tempted to believ e that other ele 
ments than 
merely 
those v of the 
French mind 
and the French arm 
hav e entered 
into the transforma­ 
tion. One ju mps conclu siv ely to the 
conv iction that Mother Natu re her 
self had leant a helping and lav ish 
hand in an effort to recompense the 
smitten d istrict from the su fferngs 
it had u nd ergone.

Bu t the origina 
impression of u nu tterable d ev asta­ 
tion created by them is immensely 
softened by the fact that they are 
now almost hid d en in wav ing grain 
field s, smiling v iney ard s and blos­ 
soming orchard s. 
The French sold iers working u n 
d er d irection 
of French generals 
who know other things than mere 
military operations, hav e fou nd the 
means of sav ing‘thou sand s of trees 
Throu ghou t the entire d istrict d e 
v astated by the Germans there were 
thou sand s of trees 
that the 
close 
pu rsu it of the French kept the Ger 
mans from hav ing time completely 
to cu t d own. 
Instead , the Ku ltu rec 
Tree Killers cu t off a circle of bark 
arou nd the tru nk of the tree, which 
with a few d ay s’ ex posu re to the su n 
wou ld be 
su fficient 
to kill peach 
plu m, 
apple, 
apricot 
and 
cherry 
trees that had been half a centu ry 
attaining their then actu al prod u c 
tiv eness. 
These trees presented the easies 
problem.

problem." The wounds were merely 
bound up like the wounds of a sol- 
dier.

corated, with the Victoria Cross in 
less than a year and a half.

with astorm raging around his secret 
career, he is bound.by naval ethics 
not to tell publicly how he won either 
his promotion or the high honors be- 
stowed by King George. 


•Curiosity started mildly, but when 


Campbell and the Admiralty remain- 
ed silent, the demand for informa- 
tion reached 
the proportion 
of a 


public uproar. Campbell is not crit- 
icized, 
exactly; the public 
really 


wants a chance to sing his praises. 
Th'e music is ready but the English 
hero worshippers refuse to 
sing a 


song without words, which makes 
the present demonstration a clamor 
instead of a popular laudation. 


'A high official of the Admiralty 


today assured the United Press that 
Campbell's achievements and brav- 
ery during the war deserves every 
ray of honor turned upon him. When 
the war is over the people may 
know what he did and how he did it. 
but for the time being his deeds.must 
remain behind the veil. 


Jast recently his name appeared in 


the Court Circular as the recipient 
of the Vistoria Cross, highest of all 
honors for sheer bravery, so Camp- 
bell must have found something more 
exciting than the 
Bittern.
